Nkw YoHK,8ept 18.— The day that 
Chauncey M. Depew come«« home from 
Europe has been a New York Central 
holiday these ten years or more. The 
officers and employes of the railroad 
hire the Sam Eloan and go down the bay 
with a band to cheer home their famooa 
president, to hear his lat. st BtorlsS asd 
to drink his very good health. 

It was "Deiiew day" Wedne.sday, for 
this year, and none of the rights peculiar 
to it failed of observance due and meet, 
and Mr. Depew illumined the occasion 
witli fi running accoutit of his .ii>unif v- 
ing, I old in liis own faohion, alternate 
layers of Moli<l observation .iiid fun. 

After u'l'tting Mr. Depew alxwnl the 
.•^loHU Coininodore Van Ar-dale. who 
alwa\s luaii.u'es these thin-?-', extending 
the iiTiMii il wt lcdtufc < f tn.' emjiloves. 
conu'rnMiiiilcd V.r. Depew on hi^ escajie 
froiiiiiir ti in|it iiioiis of baccarjit and 
the i»iol of Turkish brigainls. Mr. De- 
pew, when he had complimented the 
Central people on the increasing prosper- 
ity of the railroad, showed how lie jivi id- 
ed the baccfirat snare by looking, this 
tiin.', after the strange and dark tliiiii,-s 
in Earo{)e instead of its sociiUphases 
and how be got awaffMNB the bngaads, 
chiefly by luok. 

Dressed in a urab which lie described 
as a cross between a "costennonger and 
a pickpocket," Mr. Depew \\ ent slum- 
ming m the Wliitechapel district and 
saw a depth of poverty and misery that 
took his breath away. Th" curxe of tlie 
p<K)r in Engla id was unrestricted im- 
migration, and the first lesson he had 
drawn from his tour w.-ts whether the 
Unite<l States was not making a great 
error in not increasin.: it,s barriers agpuait 
the flood of old worid paupers. 

As to the brigand story, that came uj) 
in a trip he made with Mr. Cornelius 
Vanderlilt and two Vanderbilt b.>ys 
through a desert 300 miles wide near tiie 
Balkan mountains. They went by t i e 
Oriental express, a flyer that made 
fifteen miles an hi>ur, and was tlie 
pride and wonder of Turkey. Brigands 
made a practice of holding the train up 
and seizing wealthy passengers for ran- 
som. If the ransom was not forthcom- 
ing they seat their captive bona in sec- 
tions, tegimrfng wtth hlseaM mf Mksn 
his nose. 

"I never knew such a magnificent op- 
portunity for business to be so neglect- 
ed," said Mr. Depew. "Here was Mr. 
Vanderbilt and bis sons on that train 
and the brigands never peeped." 

At Athens he stood on Mars hill ami 
tried some Paalian eloquence on some 
Greeks who were mending a road, and 
they qnit work for the day. One thing 
about Athens was an arrant fraud, and 
that waa the maid of Athens. He went 
to look at about 3,000 of her. with a tin 
plate over his heart to preeerve his af- 
fections, and fonnd she was not good 
looking a bit 

Tha thiag that attracted his attention 
most In Vhmoe was the intense enthusi- 
asm orar ereiTthiag BoasiansinoeBQs- 
siahad taken the rapnbUo cordially by 
the band. 

"At every dinner, public and^vate," 
said Mr. Depew. "when the Charlotte 
Bn«se comes on the whole company gets 
up Mid sings tha Bosslan national 
hymn.** 

After making some stndy of tha Bos- 
siaa-Jewish problem, Mr. Dqiew con- 
chided 1iiat»a ccnditicn of ttie Jewish* 
Russian had not been improved by the 
protect of America, but on the odurary 
had been made worse than arar. At the 
same time Bnssia had taken on a odd- 
neas to Amariea aol kaowB riaoa tha 
eiTil war. 

ITatohlnc tho Ohio Blootlmk 

BHng aski d in regard to the feeling on 
the Mckinley tariff in Europe, Mr. De- 
pew said: 

"The only thing talked about in En- 
rope, so far as America is concerned, is 
the Ohio election. They do not under- 
stand it as a state election. They only 
know that McKinley, the author of the 
tariff bill, is running for office. Thev l)e- 
lieve that in his election is the whole ih- 
sue of high or low tariff. They think if 
he succewls then the McKinley bill is a 
fixture, but if he i< defeated it will be re- 
pealed, the same as it would l>e witli 
them by the defeat of the government, 
and there is a solid vote there against 
MoXialagr." 

Wuria-t Fair. 

I 

In regard to the feeling in Europe on 
the world's fair, he said: "The world's 
fair commissioners were very kindly re- 
ceived in Europe; they were treated as 
diplomatic representatives of the gov- 
ernment and accepted as such. There 
is no organization in Europe to acquaint 
exhibitors how to get to C9iicage with 
their goods or to canvaaa Jajwatrial 
neighborhoods for exhibits. Thai la all 
to be done yet." 

The reporter asked: "Do thaj feel 
kindly toward the world's fair V" 

"It is hard to tell whether they do or 
not. The world's fair haa had several 
things to contend with which are not 
dissipated. Of course, there is a dis- 
tinct hoatility on the part of manufact- 
nrarl who have been hurt by the McKin- 
ley Un, Mid their dissatisfaction is detri- 
mental to the fair. One circnmstanoe 
whioh nearly paralysed the move- 
ment for a while waa the report that the 
contract labor law wonld be enforced 
against smployss on 41 shipments of 
maohiiMry ssnt here and that tney would 
haTe to easploy people here. Thia haa 
baandWpntod,bntitwaa a loa« 
baCotatlwfw asplaiBsd."

Tlie followino is taken from the bul- 
letin of the Kentucky State Weattier 
Bureau Just issued for the month of Au- 
jrust : " The average temperature of the 
State as determined from the tri- 
daily observations was 7t.9degrees ; about 
■J de;:rees less than the normal for 
the month. The hinheat temperature 
reported was 98 degrees, at 8hdby> 
ville on the 10th, anil at Princeton on the 
Mill ; the lowest, 4'.i degrees, at Spring- 
lield on the 29th. The average monthly 
range of temperature was 45.6 degrees; 
the greatest, ■')4 ilegrees, at Shelbyville, 
and the least, 38 degrees, at Middles- 
borough. The average warmest days of 
the month were the 9th, 10th and 14tii ; 
the average ooolaet, the a5th, 28th and 
l".>th. 

Precipitation— The average precipita- 
tion of the State for the nioiith wa.* ri.si* 
inches, aboul^ two iuclies greater than the 
normal. The greatest precipitation re- 
]>t)rted was !•.'_':> inches, at I'arlin^fton, 
and the least, '2.72 inclies at .Shelbyville. 
N'ery heavy rains were general through- 
out the state, from the 17th to the 'Jlst. 
They were in most cases accompanied by 
severe thunder storms, and in some few- 
instances by deatruotive winds.

In most 
of the provinces the harvest is bad and 
it is a complete! fiiilure in Ara;{on and a 
portion of Ca a'.onia. where the distress 
in the rural diatiicts ia intense. The 
total loss by the storms and floods, in- 
cluding damage to crops and other 
property, the railways, loss of traffic, 
etc.. cannot be short of the Bpaoiah 
equivalent of fl.OOCOOO. 

A gendarm who eecaped, given a 
thrilling account of the nood at Con- 
snegra. Ue says tliat the disaster was 
preoedttd by a terrific storm of thunder 
and lightning. By order of the mayor 
he and several comrades hurried to the 
lower town. They found the water 
already neck hiifh, and with difficulty 
saved thirty iwirsons. The mayor ap- 
pealed to all poHHeHHing carts to auHist m 
the transport of people to the upper 
town. Only three resfxjnded, although 
liOO pofiseBseil conveyances. Ropes and 
ladders were procurtd with some diffi- 
enlty for the rescue. 

The callous iuhumanitv of thone in 
safety largely contributed to the enor- 
mous fatalitv. Even those whosti hounes 
were ficxnlea seemed incapabl" ol r»'.il- 
izing the danger. They were v.viulv 
begged to abandon their doomcii dwel- 
lings. The storm abating they believed 
the danger pant, and at niglitfall many, 
despite all warnings, retired to sleep in 
their houses. Boon the storm recom- 
menced with redoubled violence, and 
the river rose rapidly, carrying away 
everthing with resistless fury. The terri- 
fied peojjle climbed to the roofs, shriek- 
ing for the help it was now imixjHsible 
to give. One by one the houses collapsed, 
swallowed in the seething torrent. At 
daybreak hundreds of men and beasts 
were seen struggling in the water, car- 
ried along SO lapidljr ss soon to bs oat of 
sight ______
